Dear Ms. Mitchell: 

On March 15,2006, Santorum 2006 and its treasurer (“Committee”) were notified that 
the Federal Election Commission found reason to believe that the Committee violated 
2 U.S.C. $5 441b(a) and 434(b)(3)(A). On June 9,2006, you submitted a response to the 
Commission’s reason to believe findings on behalf of the Committee. After considering the 
circumstances of the matter, the Commission determined on February 8,2007, to take no 
further action and close the file as it pertains to Santorum 2006 and Gregg Melinson, in his 
official capacity as treasurer. However, the Commission has determined in this matter that the 
Committee was the beneficiary of $7,938.8 1 in in-kind corporate contributions. Because the 
prohibited source, Highmark Inc., waived its rights to refunds of the contributions, the 
Committee should disgorge $7,938.81 to the U.S. Treasury by sending a check, made payable 
to the U.S. Treasury and referencing MUR 5645, to the following address within 30 days:
